Finds of the Month 



Guest Speaker: Tyson Emery from All About Coins 
Demonstrating and Explaining the White Metal Detectors 



The White's Brand of metal detectors are 100% built in Oregon, come with a 2 year warranty and 
range in price from $180 to $1800. Their entry metal detector is the CoinMaster and comes with 
a two filter system, which will help you determine the type of metal and how deep it is. For their 
upper end machines, they can distinguish between a copper and zinc penny, or the type of 
quarter that you have found (silver or clad). The more expensive detectors have more filters to 
eliminate minerals and it has automatic ground balancing. 

Metal detectors work by producing an electromagnetic field and reading the changes in the field 
as they pass by metal objects. The coil produces a cone shaped field, and size is determined by 
the size of the coil or loop. For a large coil it may not detect the top 3 or 4 inches. It is also 
possible to get a Double D coil that has two coils shaped like two capital Ds with their backs to 
each other. They do well in high trash areas, with multiple targets and have a bigger sweet spot. 
The lower end detectors use an 8 kilohertz frequency while the higher end ones use 15 kilohertz. 
Often a digger will also use a hand held pin pointer to isolate where their target is in a hole. The 
White brand costs about $160. Most of the White's metal detectors weight about 3 to 5 pounds 
with batteries.
